ting of food in a bag should either i 
hasten the cooking or better the fla­ 
vor of it. 
Thus I argued the case 
forthrightly, but ended

sion— I would try out paper bags and 
see what I should see. 
The first hag left me wrarmly tri­ 
umphant. 
Wisdom ferments like yeast. 
As I 
acquired it, there wras no keeping it 
to myself. 
It dripped down upon my 
next story neighbor, a cook both born 
and made. 
She was interested but 
skeptical— less so than I had been, 
notwithstanding of an open mind. So 
when I proposed 
an 
experiment— a 
culinary duel, if you please— whose 
result was to be decided by the scales, 
she was ready, even eager to engage 
in it. 
Each of us bought a rib roast— hers 
weighing four pounds, mine but three.

wrent into a pan, mine into a bag. Not 
having to baste nor watch mine, after 
the flame was turned down properly, 
I had liberty to run in on her and see 
how she fared. 
She was doing her 
best— a 
best 
that 
is 
superlative, 
watching and basting her beef with 
the skill of a chef. 
The result was 
something beautiful to behold when 
she took it out after little more than 
an hour. 
Mine was still in the oven, 
its bag intact, though I had turned 
out the gas after forty-five minutes. 
It had not been on full for forty min­ 
utes, whereas my neighbor had kept 
hers lowered only the least bit. 
The 
exact saving of gas I do not under­ 
take to compute— but that there was 
a saving is beyond question. 
The scales 
showed her roast 
to 
have lost in weight a fraction over 
nine 
ounces. 
Mine, 
lighter 
by 
a 
pound, had lost a fraction under two 
ounces. Furthermore, all the strength 
of my meat was in the gravy. 
A fifth 
at least of hers remained sticking to 
the pan, though she treated it in the 
usual way. 
We reckoned that a pa­ 
per bag would have saved her a half 
pound weight of beef, equivalent to 
twelve cents, the cost . of many paper 
bags. 
Indeed, I felt that the gas sav­ 
ing alone would have more than paid 
for the hag, the clips, the greasing. 
Moreover, my beef was tenderer than 
hers, had a richer 
taste, and was 
juicier. 
Smothered Chicken. — Have a good- 
sized broiler cut into joints, taking 
care not to leave sharp bones to the 
joints. 
Salt and pepper them lightly, 


dredge with flour and lay in a well- 
greased bag upon thin slices of bacon. 
Cover with more bacon slices, taking 
care to 
keep 
the 
chicken 
spread 
rather flat. 
Add a tablespoonful of 
water, or a couple of 
peeled and 
sliced tomatoes. Shreds of green pep­ 
per add somewhat of flavor to the to­ 
matoes. 
Seal in bag and cook for 
forty minutes, slacking heat almost 
half after the first five minutes.

Grease well with drippings (but thia 
is not absolutely necessary).

a broiler, in a moderate oven. 
For a 
three-pound 
joint 
allow 
forty-five 
minutes; a seven-pound joint, an hour 
and twenty minutes; fourteen pounds, 
two hours and fifteen minutes. 
Ve a l Mutton, or Pork can be cooked 
in the same way as beef. 
If a thick 
gravy is required, roll the joint in 
flour before placing in the hag. 
A l­ 
low the same time as for beef. 
Roa s t Chicken. — Cover the breast 
of the fowl or chicken with butter or 
drippings, or, better still, tie a piece 
of fat bacon over it. 
Place in a bag 
and set on broiler in a hot oven. Al­ 
low twenty-five minutes for a small 
spring chicken, thirty-five minutes for 
a large fowl, forty-five to fifty min­ 
utes (according to size) for stuffed 
poultry or game, in a moderate oven. 
Roa s t Turkey or Goose. — Allow one 
and a quarter hours in a moderate 
oven; if stuffed, allow one hour and 
forty-five minutes to two hours. 
Roa s t Pigern. — This requires very 
delicate cooking. 
My method cooks 
a pigeon to perfection, whether it is 
stuffed or not. 
To roast, allow fifteen 
minutes in a very hot oven; if stuffed, 
allow twenty to twenty-five minutes.

Burns Detectiv es Giv e Senate Commit­ 
tee Further Details of the Manner in 
Which Young Canadian, a Prev ious 
W itness in the Lorimer Case, Was 
"Roped” 
Into 
Making 
Statements 
Which Contradicted His Testimony . 


W ashington, Feb . 3.—The Lorim er 
investigation will b e b rou ght to a close 
If possib le b efore the end of next week. 
C. F. Bailey, a Bu rns detective, who, 
to u se his own expression, “roped” 
C harles McGowan, the you ng Canadi­ 
an, who appeared as a w itness for the 
Lorim er side, w as u nder cross-exam in­ 
ation all day yesterday. 
W illiam J. 
H ynes of Chicago, attorney for Edw ard 
Hines, the lu m b er m erchant, condu ct­ 
ed the cross-exam ination. 
The detec­ 
tive was asked how long he had b een 
in the service of the variou s detective 
agencies, and if it was tru e tha t he 
was discharged for dishonesty w hen a 
stree tc ar condu ctor in New York. 
“No reason w as assigned for my dis­ 
charge, b u t I u nderstood it was b e­ 
cau se of failu re to* report on tim e,” 
said the w itness. 
H e adm itted tha t 
he had once b een in the employ of the 
C arnegie Steel com pany and had em ­ 
ployed lab orers to b reak a strike. 
The detective was on the point of 
telling of visits he and McGowan had 
m ade to the red light d istrict of Mil­ 
w au kee when C hairm an Dillingham 
stopped him. 
The L orim er attorney was qu izzing 
the detective m anifestly to estab lish 
if possib le tha t governm ent fu nds had 
b een u sed to m eet the expenses of 
su ch excu rsions into the M ilwau kee 
tenderloin, for at the tim e the detec­ 
tive w as in the employ of the com m it­ 
tee. 
T he m ost interesting testim ony of 
the day related to the w orkings of the 
dictograph that is 
alleged to have 
cau ght the conversation b etw een Bai­ 
ley and McGowan in the presence of 
H arry K err of Detroit. 
T he w itness said that the receiver 
of the dictograph was concealed u nder 
a tab le cloth on a tab le arou nd which 
McGowan and the others were seated 
A stenographer, Sheridan, em ployed 
b y the Bu rns agency, was stationed in 
an adjoining room at the other end of 
the transm itter. 
He recorded the con 
versation as it was transm itted to him 
P a rt of it he was u nab le to hear. 
W it 
ness adm itted tha t Sheridan had never 
talked with McGowan and was not fa­ 
m iliar with the sou nd of his voice, hu t 
he saw McGowan or a m an pointed ou t 
as McGowan en ter the room and leave 
it. 
He was ab le to distingu ish the 
voices of K err and the w itness, and 
knew there was a third voice in the 
conversation. 
The w itness adm itted 
tha t a dishonest stenographer m ight 
pervert the conversation.

Indianapolis, Feb . 3.—T he twenty- 
third annu al convention of the U nited 
Mine W orkers of Am erica cam e to an 
end after adopting a report of the pol­ 
icy com m ittee which did not tou ch on 
the all-im portant qu estion of a national 
strike, electing delegates to the w orld’s 
m ining congress and to the W estern 
Federation of M iners, and having se­ 
lected Indianapolis as the place for 
the convention in 1914. 
The report of the com m ittee, which 
was appointed to ou tline a policy fol­ 
lowing the inab ility of the joint con­ 
ference to reach an agreem ent, inclu d­ 
ed provision to perm it the scale com­ 
m ittee representing the fou r central 
districts to carry on negotiations for 
a settlem ent with the u ndersanding 
that b efore any agreem ent is reached 
the officials and representatives of all 
districts shall b e consu lted and when 
finally conclu ded shall he su b m itted 
to a referendu m vote or to a special 
convention. 
This was adopted w ith­ 
ou t deb ate. 
Previou s to the report of the com­ 
m ittee a warm discu ssion took place 
b etw een P resident W hite and form er 
P resident Lewis over docu m ents which 
Lewis adm its having taken from his 
office. 
W hite declared these shou ld 
have b een left for him. b u t Lewis 
m aintained they w ere personal prop­ 
erty and taken for his own protection.
